DAHLIA  CULTURE 


PLANTING  time  depends  upon  locality.  Nearly  every 
amateur  plants  too  early.  In  the  latitude  of  Phila- 
delphia they  should  not  be  planted  before  May  1 5 th, 
and  we  prefer  June  I st.  They  may  be  planted  with  positive 
success  until  June  1 5 th.  When  planted  too  early  they  attain 
their  full  growth  in  mid-season,  and  the  hot,  dry  weather 
checks  further  development.  They  become  toughened  or 
woody  and  it  is  impossible  to  obtain  even  fair  flowers.  The 
plants  must  be  kept  continually  growing,  and  this  can  only 
be  accomplished  by  late  planting. 

Light,  sartdy  soils  produce  the  best  flowers.  If  your 
soil  is  heavy,  lighten  it  with  sifted  coal  ashes  or  sand  to  the 
depth  of  at  least  one  foot. 

The  soil  should  not  be  too  rich  at  planting  time,  but 
after  the  first  buds  show  then  feed  the  plants  by  working 
plenty  of  good  fertilizer  into  the  soil.  At  all  times  keep 
the  soil  well  cultivated;  never  allow  the  surface  to  crust. 

Do  not  water  except  in  extreme  drought,  and  when 
you  do  water,  water  well. 

Select  a sunny  location.  Never  plant  the  tubers  in  a 
vertical  position,  but  almost  horizontally,  having  the  sprout 
end  slightly  elevated.  Plant  them,  four  or  five  inches  deep 
and  allow  but  one  stalk  (very  seldom  two)  to  grow.  When 
the  plants  are  about  six  inches  high  and  have  three  or  four 
sets  of  leaves,  cut  out  the  tops  and  the  plants  will  become 
quite  bushy.  To  produce  large  flowers  you  must  disbud. 
Do  this  as  follows:  Three  buds  usually  appear  at  the  end 
of  each  branch.  Remove  two  of  these  and  let  only  one 
(the  strongest)  grow.  Best  results  are  obtained  by  planting 
about  three  feet  apart. 

Plant  the  tubers  as  soon  as  possible  after  you  receive 

them.

Paeony 


This  class  is  sometimes  called  the  “Art  Dahlia,”  the  flowers  being 
composed  of  several  rows  of  broad,  gracefully  curled  and  twisted  petals, 
showing  a centre  around  which  are  usually  arranged  small,  incurved 
petals.  The  whole  arrangement  of  the  flower  is  that  of  gracefulness. 

Autumn  Gold: 

A blending  of  deep  old  rose  and  salmon  tinted  with  gold.  The 
flowers  often  measure  eight  inches  across  and  are  held  erect  on 


stiff  stems  50 

B.  Von  Heemstede:
